Marvin A, Block of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, Com- 
mittee on Alcoholism, is the 
“... use of alcohol or alcoholic 
beverages to the extent of caus- 
ing any continuing adverse af- 
fect upon the individual or his 
family or his community.” Al- 
though alcoholism is a progress- 
ive, chronic illness, it can be 
arrested. Moreover, more and 
more doctors are beginning to 
recognize it as a sickness with 
no more moral or immoral con- 
notation than ‘tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, or schizophrenia. 


IN A SURVEY DONE BY 
the National Highway Safety 
Council, excessive drinking is 
‘blamed for almost fifty percent 
of the nation’s highway deaths. 
Other studies undertaken. by 
insurance companies point out 
that a large per cent of acci- 
dents, including those at home, 
on our highways, and in the 
‘community are related to drink- 
jing. Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company reports that alco- 
hol is involved in nearly twenty- 
five per cent of fire deaths, 
twenty per cent of accidental 
home asphyxiations, and twenty 
iper cent of falls from steps or 
stairs. Ina report done by the 
|Kamper Insurance Company, it 
was determined that “ a 
company rarely knows the full 
extent of the excessive costs 
created by its problem drinkers. 
For business and industry as a 
whole, the figure 2 billion dol- 
lars (a year) is quoted and re- 
garded as a reasonable estimate 
of the waste incurred." And, of 
course, the sorrow and misery 
of a broken home or marriage is 
| inestimable. 


IN UTAH, ACCORDING TO 
a survey completed by the Uni- 
versity of Utah School of Alco- 
hol Studies, alcoholism is in- 
volved in thirty-seven percent of 
welfare cases, sixty-nine per- 
cent of prison incarcerations, 
and fifty-nine percent of mental 
health problems. Moreover, the 
same study showed that seven- 
ty-eight percent of the problems 
that authorities have with our 
Indian population is related to 
drinking.

the years that the Foundation 
has been in operation ,over 9,000

It is estimated by the Founda- 
tion that this is a savings to 
Utah taxpayers of more than 
$5,400,000. Utah, In 1947, had 
an alcoholism rate of 3,952 per 
100000 adult population and 
ranked 34th in the nation, In 
1965, the rate had dropped to 
1,988, and the national rank 
Tose to 48th. These declines in 
Utah's alcoholism rate and 
rank are important as evidence 
of the effectiveness of Utah con- 
cern and action in regard to al- 
coholism. 

IN THIS STATE, THERE are 
a number of important prog- 
rams and agencies working 
hard toward alleviating alcohol- 
is, to name a few: the Utah 
Committee on Alcoholism (Salt 
Lake), Alcoholics Anonymous, 
the Veterans’ Hospital (Salt 
Lake), Central Utah Center 
(Provo), the Ogden Aicoholic 
Rehabilitation Center, the 
House of Hope (Salt Lake) and 
the Sevier County Alcoholism 
Program. In regard to clinics, 
one of the most important is the 
University of Utah Medical 
Center for Alcoholism and Drug 
Abuse. The Utah State Board 
of Education, Office of Rehabili- 
tation Services, works very 
closely with that clinic and oth- 
ers. The Office of Rehabilita- 
tion Services can offer several 
worthwhile suggestions, prog- 
rams, and other services as a 
means of helping those with a 
drinking problem. The Was- 
atch-Summit County ORS Dis- 
trict Office at 13 West Center 
in Heber City, is familiar with 
agencies and clinics that are 
primarily set up to aid or help 
citizens with this iliness. If a 
resident in either of the two 
counties is interested in knowing 
more about the above programs, 
the local counselor in Heber 
will be more than happy to talk 
with them.

Owners and controllers of 
the lake, the Strawberry Wat- 
erusers Association has 
decreed it, agreeing to meet 
the sanitary requirements as 
set down by the Utah State 
Board of Health. 


The waterusers met with all 
interested agencies, including 
the Wasatch County and State 
of Utah Boards of Health 
there Wednesday and agreed 
to increase sanitation facili- 
ties at the lake to take care of 
the opening-day throng on 
June 6. 

It had been suggested, as a 
result of department of health 
surveys, that the lake be 
closed until such sanitation 
facilities were provided. 

The users assured the state 
and county health officials 
that they would have at least 
one toilet facility per every 
100 fishermen who are at the 
lake, 

Dr. Larry Duke, chairman 
of the Wasatch County health 
board, conducted the hearing. 

Health officiais pointed out 
that certain minimums were 
presented to the camp opera- 
tors as far as restaurant and 
sanitation requirements were 
concerned and that they 
would nail a “closed” sign on 
those camps which did not 
comply. 

The waterusers, represented 
by Art Finnley, president, 
said that if the camp owners

Will Lift The License 


Dr. Larry Duke, chairman of the Wasatch 
County Board of Health, says his board is deter- 
mined that there will be adequate sanitation facili- 
ties at the lake, on the basis of one facility for 
each 100 persons, or the camps will be closed. 

Camps, according to Duke, have been told to 
meet certain minimums.

It had been suggested, as a 
result of department of health 
surveys, that the lake be 
closed until such sanitation 
facilities were provided.

100 fishermen who are at the 
lake, ६ 

Dr. Larry Duke, chairman 
of the Wasatch County health 
board, conducted the hearing. 

Health officials pointed out 
that certain minimums were 
presented to the camp opera- 
tors as far as restaurant and 
sanitation requirements were 
concerned and that they 
vould nail a “closed” sign on 
those camps which did not 
comply. 

The waterusers, represented 
ay Art Finnley, president, 
said that if the camp owners

didn’t meet all requirements 
they would have their licenses 
lifted — even for this season. 

The Forest Service reported 
it has its own campground at 
Bryant’s Point — space for 
about 60 parking spurs.

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Water, Trailer Users Deny ‘Unsanitary’ Claim

The Strawberry Water 
Users Association and trailer 
camp operators, served with 
summonses earlier this week 
by the Wasatch County Board 
of Health, today termed the 
action “arbitrary and dis- 
criminatory.” 

Health officials said’ septic 
tanks at the trailer camps do 
not meet state health stan- 
dards. “State standards 
require tanks with a 
750-gallon capacity, much 
larger than those being used 
at Strawberry Reservoir,” 
one health official said. 


two officials of the water users 
and two trailer camp opera- 
tors, require court appear- 
ance next Saturday. At that 
time the four face a termina- 
tion of piped water, 

Representatives. of the 
water users and trailer camp 
operators denied “causing any 
pollution of the ground area 
near the reservoir, or the res- 
ervoir itself.” 

“If anyone dumps raw sew- 
age in the Strawberry area he 
should immediately be closed 
down by the board of health,” 
representatives said. “We 
invite the public to come out 
and inspect our facilities. We 


are complying with sanitation 
at Strawberry Valley.” 

Representatives drew up 
the following statement, over 
the signature of Walter E. 
Durrant, chairman, Strawber- 
ty Trailer Owners. Water 
users said they concur with 
the statement: 

“—We feel there are many 
conditions in Strawberry Val- 
ley that have less satisfactory 
sanitary facilities than the 
great majority of trailers 
located in trailer camps at 
Strawberry. 

-—We feel that buried sew- 
age is a more desireable con- 
dition than open sewage con- 
ditions,
